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Continuation of 1 1 . Applicant's arguments filed on April 1 0, 2008, have been considered but are not persuasive. Applicant argues that 
the Kosiba reference, U.S. Pat. No. 6,098,052, fails to disclose: "receiving data of a first skip account; applying the data of the first skip 
account to a predictive model, the predictive model being associated with an account tracing entity and operable to generate an output 
indicative of an expected recovery amount from the first skip account; and the output of the predictive model includes a difference between 
a net revenue expected to be collected from the first skip account if the account tracing entity is used to locate the account and a net 
revenue expected to be collected from the first skip account if no action is taken to locate the first skip account through the account tracing 
entity" (independent claims 1 , 25, and 32). The Examiner disagrees. Kosiba discloses an automated method and computerized system for 
use in collecting payments from delinquent accounts. Kosiba details multiple types of prediction models that utilize gathered data from all 
types of debtors or delinquent account holders. This data includes tracing the addresses of debtors, probabilities of connect and contact 
which will be much lower for a skip account. Kosiba calculates an expected return on a delinquent account based a course of action 
followed by the creditor in response to the output of the prediction models and also calculates the expected amount of resources that the 
specific collection strategy will use as well as the expected cost of implementing the strategy. Therefore, Kosiba discloses the 
aforementioned limitations.. 
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
